Condemnation Under Plea of Citizen 


Would Lead to Trouble, Says Court 


(Continued From Page 1.) 


OTHER REASONS. 


But laying aside this question, thora 
are other reasons why the demurrer in 
his action must be sustained 
Section 1 of Article XIV of the Con- 
itltution of the Stato of California, de- 
clares that "Any person, company or cor- 
poration collecting water rates In any 
city and county, or city or town In this 
State, otherwise than as established by 
ho legislative authority ot the city in 
rtiich It \B supplying the -water, "shall 
orfelt the franchises and water works of 
such person, company or corporation to 
the city and county, or city or town, 
wisare the sains are collected for the pub- 
ic use." 


It is claimed on behalf of the defendants 
that this provision of the Constitution 
prescribes the penalty, and tho only pen- 
alty, which can be enforced against the 
corporation violating Its provisions, and 
Jiat the sole remedy for a violation of 
ts provisions la an action on the part 
of the ^public to have the forfeiture of the 
property of the corporation and Its fran- 
chises adjudged, and that it Is not in the 
power of the Legislature to provide that 
:ha "Violation of the said provisions of 
the- Constitution shall, Ipso facto, work a 
forfeiture of its franchises and property. 
This contention, I think, must be upheld. 


When, the Constitution, prescribes a 
5enalt>. It must tie held that that was 
.ha only penalty which "was intended, 
and that it is not In the power of the 
Legislature to add another or a different 
one. The act of the Legislature under 
which ^thls action 
Is" claimed 
to have 


aeen brought 
"'Any person.

CONTENTION UPHELD. 


It is claimed 
on behalf 
of the de- 
fendants that that portion of the act 
providing-,that upon, the complaint ot any 
Vater-rate payer, \anfl upon 
conviction, 


before any court of competent jurisdic- 
tion," the corporation shall forfeit 
its 
franchise arid water worKs, - is _vold in 
that It is special leglslationTMnere being 
no provision for subjecting* any other 
public service corporation, 
under 
lUte 
Circumstances, to an action by a private 
party. In my opinion, this contention 
also is sound There does not appear to 
be anything in the reason of the thing, 
HorTlniths drcumitmnces involved in the 
business Of furnishing water to munici- 
palities and thelr-inhabltants, which ren- 
ders it reasonable or necessary to provide 
remedies for the violation of its fran- 
chises and duties by such a corporation 
different from those which should ajjply, 
and do apply,'"to street railroad corpora- 
tions, gas corporations, electric corpora- 
tions and >,other public service corpora- 
tions, .no reason why this particular class 
of public sen-Ice p corporatsons, should be 
singled out and made subject to burdens 
In the way of litigation which other pub- 
lic service corporations ire not subjected 
TO 


suits seeking to have It declared 
the 


franchises had been forfeited to one of 
the municipal corporations, and some to 
another, there being apparently no cri- 
terion by which It should b» determined 
to which municipality the rights and 
franchises and property had been, for- 
feited, 
except 
possibly that 
the suit 
which would flrst be brought to trial 
and finally determined mlgr-t award the 
property to the municipality whose citi- 
zen was alert and prompt enough in the 
commencement and prosecution of his 
suit to a flnal conclusion to jret an ad- 
vantage In point of time over other liti- 
gants. 


NOT CONTEMPLATED. 


But It would seem that the matter 
could not be settled with any certainty 
even m this way, because if the plain- 
tiff a contention Is sound, then the very 
first violation of the provision of the 
Constitution in 
question worked, ipso 
facto, a forfeiture of the franchises and 
property of the corporation to the munici- 
pality in which 
the -wrong 
had been 
done,, and an adjudlcaw<./n at the suit of 
another municipal corporation that the 
property of 
the defendants 
had been 


forfeited to such manlcluallty would not 
be binding upon any other municipality 
not a party to the suit, and If It should 
afterward appear in another suit that 
the flrst violation of law occurred in the 
matter of charging and collecting rates 
In some other municipality then that 
municipality could legally claim a for- 
feiture 
It is Incredible tbat the con- 
stitution ever contemplated such a con- 
dition of things as this 
Again, it is Incredible that the consti- 


tution should have intended to put it in 
the power of a private water rate payer 
to determine whether or not a munici- 
pality should become the owner, subject 
to all the burdens as well as the rights 
of proprietorship in the water works of 
the dependant corporation 


WOULD BANKRUPT CITY. 


Suppose, for example, that the forfeit- 
ure occurred in the city of Emeryville, 
and that It should tie adjudged" that the 
forfeiture had in fact occurred, and that, 
ipso facto, the properties of the corpor- 
ation defendant had vested In the city 
of Emeryville 
If the contention of the 
plaintiff 
la correct, then tha city of 
Emeryville would be compelled to fur- 
nish tha city of Oakland, the city of 
Berkeley, the city of Alameda and the 
city of Piedmont, and probably other 
municipalities in the county with water 
at such legal rates as might be fixed by 
those several municipalities 
If those 
municipalities should fix water rates at 
an unreasonably low figure, lower than 
the city of Emeryville could afford to 
supply the water, then Its only remedy 
would be by suits against those several 
municipalities to have it adjudged that 
the several ordinances fixing the rates 
were void 
The expenses of such litig- 
ation might well bankrupt the little city 
of Emeryville 
It is claimed on the part of the plain- 
tiff that if the property and the fran- 
chises of the defendant corporations are 
forfeited to the city of -Oakland, then It 
becomes the duty of the city of Oakland 
to supply with water the other munici- 
palities and the Inhabitants thereof now 
supplied by the defendant corporations,

estab- 


lished 
by the Supreme Court of this 
state In the case of South Pasadena vs 
Pasadena Land etc , Company, 152 Gal. 
page 679, cited by the plaintiff in his 
brief 
In that case the Supreme Court 
held that if the city of iFasadena ac- 
quired certain water works which were 
then supplying water to that city and to_ 
the city of South Pasadena, that It would^ 
^become the duty of the city of Pasadena 
to supply the city of South Pasadena 
and its Inhabitants with water at rates 
to be fixed by the city of South Pasa- 
dena, it being held that as. to such mat- 
ters the city of Pasadena would-stand 
in- the same relation as any other cor- 
poration engaged in the business of sup- 
plying water, and that it would be com- 
pelled, to furnish water to the city of 
South Pasadena, at any reasonable rates 
fixed by the city of South Pasadena, 


"ABSURD RESULTS." 


It Is not conceivable that the constitu- 
tion Intended that a private rate payer 
should have the power to force-, such a 
condition of things upon a municipality 
irrespective of Its wishes or that the 
constitution intended that~"«very 
rate 
payer should possess the power to -call 
upon the court to declare and adjudge 
that a-water eompaly had forfeited its 
franchises' and propeity to the city In 
which such water rate payer paid rates. 
A construction of the constitution which 
would produce such absurd results must

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The Fight on the Beet Sugar Industry. 


Tfie attack on the beet sugar industry has been brought home 


to the people of California, to the very doors of the producers of 
Alameda county. Why the big refiners are demanding that for- 
eign raw be admitted into this country free- of duty is ex- 
plained by the letter of Mr. John L. Howard, which is printed in 
another column. 


While the Hardwicke Committee of the House of Represen- 


tatives was investigating the American Sugar Refining Company 
(the Trust) the officers of that copcern testified that they wanted 
the tariff taken off raw sugar because it would kill the domestic 
cane and beet sugar industries and make better business for the 
refining companies. This was corroborated by the officers of the 
Federal Sugar Refining company, the National Sugar Refining com- 
pany and Arbuckle Brothers. 


For example, we quote from the testimony given by Charles 


R. Heike, secretary of the American Sugar Refining company (the 
Jrust): 


Mr. Fordney (of the Committee). Now, if the duty were re- 


moved absolutely on sugar could we produce either cane or beets 
in this country? 


Mr. Heike. I doubt it very much. 
Mr. Fordney. Then that would destroy the industry absolutely 


in this country? 


Mr. Heike. Yes. 
Mr. Fordr&y. And you approve of that? 
Mr. Heike. ~Yes. 
(Part 4, 292 of Hearings.) 
Take also the testimony given by Edwin F. Atkins, Vice-, 


President of the Sugar Trust: 


Mr. Hinds. So that a reduction of the tariff passing beyond 


a moderate arribunt would tend to the prosperity of the refiners 
' and to the detriment of the beet-sugar people ? 


Mr. Atkins. Take the independent refiners, outside of our con- 


cern at all, that represent more than half the supply of the United 
'States. They say, and I think' they say truly, that it is for the 
'refiners' interest to have a low rate of duty rather than a high rate 
'of duty, an3"reduce^ the basis of value upon which they can sell. 
,The lower the price of the refined sugar the greater is the consump- 
tion. I think their position is well taken.

refiners of foreign sugar that they want the duty removed, because 
the domestic beet sugar industry will be,killed off if deprived ol 
tariff protection. The absence of domestic competition will give 
the refiners complete control ot tne maricct ana ena'&i? them to 
make more money. Incidentally, the removal of the sugar duty 
will deprive the government of some $60,000,000 annual revenue 
in addition to destroying the cane business of Louisiana and Tcxa; 
and the sugar beet industry of California, Colorado, Kansas, Nc 
b'raska and Michigan. 


Yet these same men have the hardihood to ask that a duty be 


imposed on refined sugar. They would destroy the home producer 
tnd protect the refiners of the foreign product. 


There are seven beet sugar factories in California and m-ny 


thousands of acres deVoted to bast Culture, representing an invest- 
ment oi minions of domestic capital, and tne reriners coohy ask 
Congress to destroy this prosperous industry, and the capital in- 
vtftted in it, that the refining companies (who are in a. combine) 
may pay larger dividends on watered stock. A more audacious 
atid sinister proposal was never presented to an intelligent people 
lU unfair and evil purpose is admitted. Reduced to simple terms, 
it i* that the domestic beet and cane industries be destroyed to give 
tltt combination of refiners a complete monopoly of tbe American 
tqpf market. Such a combination would be intolerable. It is what 
the people have been fighting for some years to free themselves from.

K Call for a Third Party. 


The Philadelphia North American wants a third party. To 


fornrthis third party it suggests a union of the Bryanistic element 
of the Democratic party with the Republican insurgents. 'Sufch a 
coalition would be neither incongruous nor'impossible^ since Bryan 
has been furtively suggesting and'La Follette, Cummins, Bristow 
and Bourne have apparently been .shaping their course. 


However, the Solid South would have none of such a com- 


bination, and it would have no chance in New. England and the 
great Middle States.

Behind such an organization would be the old Greenback ele- 


ment that followed the late General James B. Weaver of Iowa 
and later gathered under the People's Party banner. , The bulk of 
this following lined up behind Bryan in 1896, but Maryland and 
Kentucky broke away from the strange alliance and the great 
Middle States voted overwhelmingly against it. 


The elements which the North American tiopes to fuse into 


a third party have twice before been fused, but have never been 
able to muster, a majority, even in alliance with the Democratic 
organization. They would have no chance to win independently, 
for the reason that a vast majority of the voters are opposed to 
their vagaries and methods. 


Not only arc iiie theories unsound, but their outlook on national 


life is hysterical and colored by emotional phantasy. 
Extravagant 


in their views and intemperate in expressing them, they are im- 
patient of restraint and the discipline of organization, and cannot 
agree among themselves. Unable to agree upon a constructive pol- 
icy, or compose differences among themselves, there is no principle 
of cohesion among them. They are all statesmen and leaders, and 
only agreed upon one thing—opposing party authority and the pro- 
cesses of orderly government.

Russia i& in a sweet pickle. She has more sugar than she can 


use and is seeking a way to get rid of the surplus. An enormous 
beet crop last year, coupled with a surplus of 137,000 tons left over 
from tihc previous year, has given an available stock of 2,500,000 
tons. 
By agreement with Germany and France. Russia is obli- 


gated to export no more than 200,000 tons in any single year. Al- 
lowing for home consumption and an export of 200,000 tons, Russia 
still has a surplus of 600,000 tons to be disposed of. What to do 
with it is a problem that is puzzling the Russian Government to 
solve. The problem is one of the evil results of paternalism. A 
prohibitive tariff keeps foreign sugar out of Russia, and by treaty 
engagement the government restricts exportation of a domestic 
surplus. 
A condition has resulted that threatens Russian beet 


growers and sugar refiners with irreparable loss.

In a lecture by Miss Jessie.V. Berry, city 
chemist of .Oakland, yesterday afternoonr 
in a scries on "Vocational Opportunities 
for Women." She spoke on the subject 
of "Applied Chemistry." 
The lecturer placed Oakland in the 
front rank -of cities .giving attention and 
care to the health ot Its residents. She 
apoke of the importance of the municipal 
laboratory and, of the duties of the city 
chemist,

work 
follows largely 
along food, water and toxicological lined. 
The work Is: as -yet In Its infancy In 
most municipalities, she Eai3. The fifty- 
seven cities which, maintain chemical 
laboratories employ about seventy chem- 
ists. The

pointed but the opportunities in chem- 
istry In industrial positions, but 'shpw.ed 
that' the purely analytical work promises 
a salary 'ranging- 'only from $1200 to $3600

PUERTO CORTEZ. Honduras, Feb. 


7.—(Delayed in transmission.)—There 
has teen a clash

States and Honduran authorities over 
enforcement of a government decree 
directing 
representatives of W. S. 


Valentine to surrender to the govern- 
ment authorities the railroad, wharf 
and other properties held under the 
lease by the Valentine syndicate. 


Seventy-five marines from the Uni- 
ted States gunboat Petrel landed and 
seized the wharf and railroad. Hon- 
duran troops werp then ordered to 
stop all trains. 
The Governor has 
filed a protest. The Congress of Hon- 
duras 
cancelled, all contracts 
made 


with' Valentine 
and 
directed 
the 
Presldent'of the republic to take pos- 
session of the property Involved Im- 
mediately on behalf of the govern- 
ment. 
The population at Puerto Cortez was 
greatly Incensed at the landing of the 
marines. 
Acting on the authority of Congress 
President Bonllla ordered that civl' 
proceedings be brought against Valen- 
tine and demanded tfie delivery to 
the government of the railroad anc 
wharf, and an accounting for alleged, 
damages sustained by the government. 
The decree was served on A. G. Gree- 
ly, local manager of the Valentine 
•syndicate, who asked time to com 
mnnteate with Valentine 
This was 
refused.

Doncvan, t^ho was appointed super- 
vising architect of the school houses, 
addressed the directors of the local 
Board of Education at the regular 
meeting last evening In the city hall 
annex. He stated that he would fcfe 
very careful in the preparing of the 
plans and specifications and assured 
the board that the structures would 
be models of architecture. 
The school 
building 
commission 


submitted a report for apartments to 
be built in addition to the regular 
class rooms 
The recommendation, 


on which no action -"vas taken, was 
signed by the chairman of the com- 
mission, J W. McCIymonds. and E. 
M. Cox, secretary 
It follows:

the production of flne poultry and 
eggs and Is specializing along the lines 
of producing eggs 
the 
contents of 


which are perfect 
He advises that 


the egg that he is shipping to the Oak- 
land market is today being handled 
throughout the eastern states through 
the best drug stores and upon phy- 
sicians' prescriptions and that in the 
east they cannot secure enough of this 
kind of eggs to fill the demand. 


PERFECT EGGS. 


As a general thing the housefrau, 


not being educated as to what a per- 
fect egg should be, Is in the habit of 
buying the eggs she feeds her hus- 
band the way she bujs his cigars, the 
largest she can get for the money, pay- 
Ing absolutely no "attention to quality. 
Throughout the eastern states. New 
York In particular, the people are de- 
manding- a 
pure egg. It must be 
sterile, from birds In perfect health 
and fed on perfect food. 
In speaking of this matter Colonel 


Forsyth said: 
"It is a fact-that a large majority 


of the" eggs that are bought from the 
market are tfte product from birds 
fed upon old horse meat and cows, 
many 'of which have been killed by 
reason of disease, tuberculosis, etc, 
tmt ovir people, not being educated to 
demand from tHelr groceryman a pure 
product, are the ones that suffer 
The 
newspapers should make a campaign 
undertaking the education of the peo- 
ple for the sake of -the future gen- 
eration at least, to demand not only 
pure eggs, "out pure foods of all kinds. 
"We reed more Dr. Wileys and 


more stringent laws pertaining to the 
Celling of foods by the groceryman aa 
well as the production of foods by 
the farmer and manufacturers. Tou 
talk to any middleman—he doesn't 
care—he says 'eggs are lust eggs, the 
bigger the better.' Just so. he makes 
his little 35 per cent he has accom- 
plished his object In life. 


TO GET TOGETHER. 


"It is getting pretty near-the time 
when the producers and the consum- 
ers get together, and when that time 
comes these foods can be -furnished to 
the ultimate consumer 25 per cent less 
than they are today and the producer 
will get something like a reasonable 
price for- his wor,k and for producing 
a first-class article. 
"Do you know that the farmers of 


California are today putting $10,000,- 
000 into a mall order house to be 
located in San Francisco, and the lit- 
tle valley -in which T live has con- 
tributed approximately $35,000 to this 
object. 
- "It -is not only the Intention that 
this mail order house shall do a gen- 
eral selling business throughout the 
territory, but It will. In addition, do 
something that no other mall order 
house has yet 
undertaken; it will 


handle the farmers' product, and the 
gentlemen at the head of this under- 
taking believe that they will be able, 
by cutting out the middleman, to fur- 
nish these products cheaper to the ul- 
timate Siiisumers and at the same 
time secure a. reasonable return to 
the producer for his Investment and 
nls work. 
"The farmers today are receiving 


about 45 per cent of their gross In- 
come for their own use, the other 55 
per cent goes for the payment of taxes 
to the transportation companies and 
to the middleman, the 
middleman 
getting the lion's share, and It is only 
1 question of time, with their thorough 
organization, until they will have all 
the money In the world Instead of J. 
P. Morgan & Co."
